Some 20,000 
have found emergency accommo­ 
dations in masques and churches. 
The agency reported that the un­ 
precedented rains tore down near­ 
ly 5,000 refugee tents in the Gaza 
area. 
Forecasts of further gales and 
snowstorms added to the plight Of 
tile 200,000 tent and hut dwellers 
at Gaza, who are facing their 
fourth winter in makeshift dwell­

homes, in 1946 at the start of the 
Arab-Jewigh fighting. 
In Amman, J o r d a n , seven

The Pentagon announced t u t 
night It had sent telegrams to 
next of kin of 3,006 of the 3,198 
men whose names were furnished 
by the Communists in Korea Tues­ 
day. 
At the same time, however, the 
radio in the Red Chinese capital 
at Peiping continued to broadcast 
purported greetings from allied 
prisoners to their home folks. 
Some names in the broadcasts 
were not on the lists handed over 
a t trace negotiations.

Requests for Huge Fund 
to 
Be 
Pared, 
Says 
Dewey Aide—-Bids 
Higher Than ’51 


Albany, Dec. 21 un — Various 
state 
departments 
have 
asked 
Governor Dewey for 400 million 
dollars in 1952-53 for capital con­ 
struction programs — an increase 
of 278 million over 1951-52. 
Dewey’s secretary, James C 
Hagerty, who disclosed the total 
today, indicated the departments 
would get nowhere near that 
amount. 
The requests represent current 
needs plus part of a backlog 
which ' ’must be spread over a pe­ 
riod of years.” he said. 
Hagerty’s disclosure of the re­ 
quested amounts came in his fifth 
statement summarizing the 1952 
53 budget outlook. The requests 
—and others—point to the state’s 
first billion-dollar budget. 
The current budget lists appro­ 
priations of $999,700,000 but the 
“tax budget” is about 952 million. 
Hagerty’s series of budget re­ 
quest summaries apparently was 
designed to counteract demands 
for a big state tax reduction next 
year. 
Higher Than 'i i 
In his statements, Hagerty has 
said that departmental and agen­ 
cy budget requests were 50 mil­ 
lion dollars higher than last year, 
and that mandated increases in 
state aid to localities would be up 
35 million. 
The increase requested for cap! 
tai construction would boost total 
increases—if approved by Dewey 
—to 363 million. 
Dewey and his budget chiefs are 
expected to hack the requested 50 
million in departmental requests 
and to drastically trim the capital 
construction proposals. 
Hagerty said the requested 400 
million was for new capital con 
struction projects. 
It includes, he said, 14 million 
for rehabilitating existing build 
ings and l l million for equipment. 
About 375 million would be for 
new construction—about a third 
of it at mental institutions, an­ 
other 145 million for highways and 
parkways, and the rest for addi­ 
tional state university buildings, 
park facilities, barge canal lock re­ 
placements, grade crossing elimi­ 
nations and Health and prison fa­ 
cilities. 
Hagerty said the availability of 
steel for non-defense use ’’must be 
taken into account” in the decision 
on what state construction proj­ 
ects would be undertaken. 
He added, however, that ’’re­ 
quests for steel allocations for hos­ 
pital and medical facilities” prob­ 
ably would be approved by the 
federal government.

Hie W ashington Merry-Go-Round 


By ©BEW PBA BPO lf 
(Ed. Note—Today Drew Pearson 
1 tells the story of tax-collecting 
complacency in the treasury, in his 
series on how to pull wires and 
not pay taxes.) 


Washington — It in either a po­ 
litical miracle or a tribute to his 
mousey personality that tha man 
in charge of the bureau where 
most of the tax scandals have oc­ 
curred, Secretary of the Treasury 
John Snyder, so far has managed 
to duck any large volume of cnti- 
ctom. 
His cabinet colleague, Attorney 
General McGrath, has been the 
target for far more criticism— 
though less tax finagling has oc­ 
curred in his Justice Department. 
In contrast. John Snyder is 
much closer to the tax picture, 
much closer to President Truman, 
and has held office much longer. 
However, he has traveled on his 
aflkial routine blissfully ignorant 
else indifferent—to urn fact 
that more crookedness was occur­ 
ring in his department than at any 
time since the day* of President 
U. 8. Grant—perhaps more than 
at any time in history. 
Personally Mr. Snyder to an en­ 
tirely honest man. The idea that 
dishonesty would occur nefp him 
has and does shock him. Yet he 
does not seem to realize that part 
of honesty is not, complacence but 
viligance. 
Secretstory Snyder has been tena­ 
cious about the necessity of paying 
higher taxes in order to pay for 
our huge arms program. But he 
has not realized how he has 
knocked the slats out of his own 
tax program by falling to collect 
taxes on an honest basis. 
For, 
when people see tax-flnagling at 
the top, tox-finagling to certain to 
spread at the bottom. 
Grave Embarrassment 
Mr. Snyder’s failure may be due 
in part to a personal weakness, 
which, according to some people, 
isn't kosher to mention. However, 
when a railroad engineer drinks on 
the job he to fired, when a motor­ 
ist drinks while driving he is jailed 
—especially if there has been a 
smash-up. Therefore, when one of 
the IO top members of govern­ 
ment, charged with collecting the 
nation's toxss with honesty and 
equality, drinks on the Job, the 
public is entitled to know lf. 
For with Snyder at the wheel 


there 
has 
been 
a 
disastrous 
smash-up in our tax-collecting 
system. 
Unfortunately, Secretary Sny­ 
der’s periodic drinking not only 
has caused moments of embar­ 
rassment before the governors of 
the World Bank and at the 
French embassy, but sometimes 
has caused him to remain in bed 
away from hit work for periods 
of time. 
It happens that collecting taxes 
is a tough, day-and-night Job, 
requiring 
vigilance 
and 
great 
strength of character almost 24 
hours a day. It requires the eagle- 
eyed watchfulness that Henry 
Morgenthau became famous for. 
And Secretary Snyder* with all 
his personal 'honesty aud a ! Ms 
good Intentions regarding higher 
j taxes, simply has not been alert. 
I In fact, he has been a dismal 
failure. 
Encouraging Communism 
Both in St. Louis where he was 
a bank cashier, and in Washing­ 
ton, Secretory Snider has been a 
Klitical conservative. 
He would 
horrified at the idea that he 
tad dona anything to encourage 
communism. 
Yet 
history 
will 
probably 
show that, more than 
I pny other cabinet officer, he has 
helped plant what could become 
a basic cause for communism. 
For Snyder’s unfair, unequal tax- 
1 collecting system Is wiping out 
I the middle-class of Americans. 
I the normal bulwark against com- 
1 rn un ism. 
What Secretary Snyder may 
| not realize to that, in Europe, the 
countries with the unequal tax 
systems are those showing the 
greatest 
leaning 
toward 
com­ 
munism. 
Outside of Russia, the 
two countries with the greatest 
Communist populations — about 
one-third each—are France and 
Italy. And in both countries the 
tax systems are notoriously un­ 
fair. unequal and dishonest. 
In 
both countries, the wealthy pay 
few taxes, the working class bear 
the chief burden. 
What Secretary Snyder also 
may not realize is the effect on 
the American workingman and 
the white-collar workers who read 
about graft in our tax-collecting 
system today. 
He asea his own income taxes 
taken out in withholding taxes, 
giving him no opportunity to 
cheat the government even if he 


wanted to. In contrast he reads 
in the ne wipe pert that millions 
of dollars In tax money are not 
' being paid by those who can af- 
1 ford to hire expensive lawyers 
I and take key offidalt on junkets 
I in 
privatt 
airplanes. 
This 
is 
what has encouraged communism 
in Europe, and, dome a depres­ 
sion, it will encourage communism 
here. 
Serene Mr. Snyder 
The tragedy is that Secretory 
Snyder, complacent aa he some­ 
times is, could have awakened to 
what was going on In Ms own 
department two years ago. All ha 
had to do was read tho news­ 
paper*. 
In column after column, bn* 
ginning exactly two years ago 
this month, I listed the amazing 
tax-fixes that wert going on 
right under Snyder’s nose—the 
big Guaranty Finance gambling 
case in Los Angelas (Dec. 17, '49);

try is unpatriotic or that it wishes 
to publish military information of 
ald to the enemy. 
Mr. Truman issued recently a 
"gag*’ Order, to which the Manag­ 
ing Editors Association or The As­ 
sociated Press as well as another 
group—the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors—took vigorous 
exception. Representatives of these 
two bodies endeavored "to per­ 
suade the President to modify his 
so-called security order so it would 
not stop the free flow of Informa­ 
tion on matters plainly outside the

security category.

^The Truman administration, of 
course, is strongly political and 
has been charged again and again 
with bottling up news that is un­ 
favorable to its political Cause. 
Such an administration, in order 
to overcome such impressions, 
might be expected to lean over 
backward in trying to rewrite the 
order to accomplish all the pur- 
poees of security without setting 
up a gag on legitimate informa­ 
tion unrelated to security n a t­ 
ters. 
Thera was no serious trouble 
between the government and the 
press during either World War I 
or World War 2. A voluntary cen­ 
sorship was effective in both pe­ 
riods. The press was given a de­ 
scription of the categories of 
news and type* of statistics that 
would prove valuable to the en­ 
emy. There was an opportunity, 
moreover, to argue about differ­ 
ences with the Office of War In­ 
formation In World War 2 and 
the Committee on Public In­ 
formation in World War I. 
In 
both instances the heads of those 
agencies reported to the Presi­ 
dent 
In th# present instance tha 
White House itself—which is nat­ 
urally a very strong political cen­ 
ter—baa centralized all informa­ 
tion in such a way that other 
agencies hesitate to give out data 


and will not take the trouble to 
ga through all the reef tap* tit 
clearance when in doubt. The ma* 
terial is stopped at the source. 
Thus the Truman administra­ 
tion goes on record as the nrtt 
administration to impute Censor­ 
ship at the source and to abro­ 
gate the spirit, if not the letter, 
of the Frat Amendment to tta 
Constitution. It hardly seams cred­ 
ible that tho## Voice of America 
broadcasts that criticise th# lack 
of freedom of the press and tho 
totalitarian control of tho Soviet 
newspapers and periodicals aas 
now be continued with sincerity 
and candor. 
The President has twice asked 
the press to come in and make 
suggestions. It has done so twice 
but Mr. Truman declines’ to too 
the point—that his order goes be­ 
yond the needs of security. 
"The Washington Post’’—Whose 
managing editor, J. R. Wiggins, 
was chairman of the Managing 
Editors Committee of The Asso­ 
ciated Press—has come out CM* 
tonally with some concrete sug­ 
gestions. It favors th* use of tile 
words "military security" rather 
than "national security" in tho 
order. It says "authority to orig!- * 
note classifications’’ should bo Putt 
ited "to agencies dlreitly con­ 
cerned with military security." 
Uniform rules, moreover, for 
classifying and handling aecurity 
matter, such as those contained in 
the defense department’s manual, 
are advocated as also are changes 
in the definition of "confidential," 
which today includes the unau­ 
thorized disclosure of information 
and material ’'which wbuld be 
prejudicial to the interests or 
prestige of the nation or would 
cause unwarranted injury to aa 
individual, or be of advantage to a 
foreign nation." 
The argument is properly made 
that this should ba changed to 
read "prejudicial to the safety of 
the nation." There might also' be 
a central agency of the govern* 
ment, directly under the Presi­ 
dent, to review the classification* 
and supervise the system. 
All this has been said in auk* 
stance to the White House before 
but, for some unaccountable rea­ 
son, Mr. Truman has not adopted 
the suggestions. It is a regrettable 
episode on the capacity of a Presi­ 
dent of the United States to goal 
at arm’s length end yet co-opera­ 
tively with the 
public.

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Babson Park, Mass., Dec. 21— 
Investors and others are now 
going crazy over "inflation." Brok­ 
en and merchants 
are 
saying 
that the Dollar will become of 
little value. It would have been 
sensible to talk this way in the 
thirties; but then no one could in­ 
terest people In inflation. Most 
people usually act at the wrong 
time about everything. 
Broken make their living by 
selling stocks, and they have 
found that the easiest way to sail 
stocks today is to get people 
scared about inflation. The idea is 
that as the dollar decreases in 
value the price of stocks should 
increase. This may or may not be 
true—but the real question is 
whether the dollar will further 
decrease iq value during the next 
few years. The dollar is fully as 
likely to hold its own or perhaps 
become more valuable. 
Since the Korean War broke 
out, the country has been on a 
spending spree. People have been 
urged to buy houses, refrigerators, 
washing machines, and even fur­ 
niture, with the idea that money 
invested in "real things" is safer 
than money in the bank. This 
might be true if we can agree on 
what "real things" are. With the 
constantly increasing new inven­ 
tions and changing styles, the 
only "real thing7* to good land, 
properly located near growing 
communities. It would be a good 
thing if the banks would unite to 
sell CASH as the dealers organize 
to sell can. 
History af Inflation 
Inflation 
has 
nearly 
always 
been with us. From the earliest 
days when kings increased their 
spending money by clipping a little 
gold or silver off the coinage, in­ 
flation has bien going on. It is 
true that, in terms of 1935- 39 
values, th e,dollar is now worth 
only 94 cents, compared with 104 
cento in 1934; but in 1926 the 
dollar was worth only 79 cents, 
after which it cam# back satis­ 
factorily to the above-mentioned 
104 cents. During all these cen­ 
turies, the Business Cycle has 
gone on just tha same, irrespec­ 
tive of inflation. 
There are several reasons for 


having larger bank accounts: (I) 
To have cash on hand to taka ad­ 
vantage of the bargains in stocks 
and merchandise when the next 
crash comes; and it surely to com­ 
ing some day. (2) To properly di­ 
versify one's securities. Bank de­ 
posits should be considered an in­ 
vestment, the same as stock* or 
bonds. 
As the value of one’s 
stocks increases, one should in­ 
crease his bank account propor­ 
tionately in order to have proper 
diversification. (3) To have suffi­ 
cient funds on hand to pay estate 
taxes after death. Too many fam­ 
ilies are not doing this; hence it 
will require a mortgage on the 
home or a tale of tha business te 
pay these taxes. A person-sixty- 
five years of age should start a 
special bank account to accumu­ 
late funds for his "death texas." 
Every year this fund should be 
systematically increased. 
Cash sad Patience 
I have tad the responsibility of 
supervising literally billions of 
dollars of investments. The great­ 
est profits which I have witness rd 
have come not from buying some 
definite 
stock 
which 
everyone 
agreed "looked good," but from 
buying at the right time. 
This 
required good old-fashioned cash 
and patience. Many an old small­ 
town New Englander who .knew 
little about finance has become a 
millionaire by merely storing up 
cash in times like the present, ana 
having the patience to wait for 
the right time to buy good securi* 
ties 
It to true that tha quoted value 
of cash today to low compared with 
the quoted prices of houses, com­ 
modities and merchandise; hut 
some day will see this situation re­ 
versed, when the value of cash will 
be higher than the prices o f' 
houses, furniture and all kinds of 
merchandise, 
including 
govern­ 
ment bonds. There nave been 
times when I have even walked up 
and down State street, Boston, 
trying to borrow fifty par cant on 
government 
bonds, 
and 
entry 
banker laughed at me! Of course. 
I believe in government bonds, put 
remember that you can even now 
get the benefit of them at • dis­ 
count of 25% by buying etetein 
bank stocks.

Committee At­ 
torney Peter S. Johnson submitted 
the report. 
John J. (Gene) Sampson, a bit­ 
ter union rival of Ryan, heads the 
insurgent faction which staged the 
strike. The walkout was called off 
after State Industrial Commis­ 
sioner Edward Corsi appointed the 
fact-finding panel to inquire into 
the union fight and causes of the 
stoppage. 
Ryan and other leaders of his 
ILA administration had been un­ 
able to halt the wildcat strike, 
whose sponsors said they were 
protesting terms of a new contract 
with the employers. 
Ryan was elected ten years ago 
to a $15,000-a-year. lifetime job as 
■president of the union. ILA’S east 
coast district claims 65,000 mem­ 
bers from Maine to Virginia. 
The anti-Ryan committee, in 
addition to demanding his ouster, 
called for various changes in union 
procedure, membership v o t i n g 
changes and arbitration machin­ 
ery.

The Senate Crime Committee 
heard testimony last spring that 
Brideman and Rogers had asso­ 
ciated with Costello. 
Hailey Complained at the coun­ 
cil meeting against large expendi­ 
tures by the city for official re­ 
ceptions. 
He criticized the rental of eight 
tuxedos for members of the may­ 
or’s reception committee and pur­ 
chase of IO corsages at 88 each in 
a reception for 50 wounded Kp- j 
rean veterans last October. 
Only two of the corsages went 
to wives of the service men. Hai­ 
ley said.

Golf Stymie Abolished Effective Jan. I ; 
Out-of-Bounds Penalty-Stroke, Distance 


New York, Dec. 21 UP*—Golfer* 
with a yen to travel may go any­ 
where on earth after Jan. I with­ 
out fear of running afoul rules 
with which they are not fami­ 
liar. 
On that date the uniform code, 
worked out last May by represent­ 
atives of the United States Golf 
Association and the Royal and 
Ancient Golf Club of St. Andrews, 
Scotland, go into effect. 
The change which undoubtedly 
will be of major interest to most 
golfers is the abolition of the 
Stymie. Henceforth, when a play­ 
er believes an opponent's ball to 
be in the line of his putt he may 
request #that it be marked and 
lifted, no m atter what the distance 
between the two balls. 
The new code also will permit 
use of the smaller British ball in 
international competitions in the 
United States, ana it standardizes 
the penalty for out-of-bounds, lost 
balls and unplayable balls. The 
penalty will be stroke and dis­ 
tance in all countries, instead of 
only distance, as provided in Bri­ 
tain the last two year*. 
Inventive Americans with their 
trick putters get a break in thfe 
new code. The Royal and Ancient 
rules insisted that the shaft of a 
putter must enter a t the heel, or 
end, of the blade, and that the 
angle of the shaft must point to 
th at spot. The new rule permits 
the shaft to be fixed at any point 
on the blade.
